Speaker 
Cook suggested that Mr. Coons with­ 
hold his motion, and no further action 
on the bill was taken. Senator Flem- j 
ing was at the speaker’s side at the ; 
time this suggestion was offered. 
Mr. 
Fleming is one of the senate members i 
of the conference committee, and it is ; 
said that he has been insisting that 
the salary increases remain in the bill. 
The refusing of the house to accept 
the first bill and the failure of the sen­ 
ate to pass the second appropriation 
bill, from which salary increases have 
been stricken, may result in a dead­ 
lock that would make it necessary to ; 
call a special session of the legisla- i 
ture. The present session closes next ! 
Monday midnight. 


Legislative Doings. 


Floor TjeaJer Spencer introduced a 
bill in the house providing for an ap­ 
propriation of $85,000 to “acquire and 
furnish” a mansion for the governor 
of Indiana, after the house had ap­ 
proved and adopted a report of the 
joint committee recommending the 
purchase of a residence at Twenty- 
first and Meridian streets for 175,000. 
The house passed twenty-five hills 
and killod five, among the measures 
passed being Senator Traylor’s bill 
permitting saloons to remain open on 
all legal holidays but Christmas, Me­ 
morial day. Fourth of July, Thanksgiv­ 
ing day. election day and Sundays; 
Senator Stotsenburg’s constitutional 
convention bill: Senator Hauck’s anti 
c ig a re tte hill; Senator Harlan’s “had 
check” bill, and Representative Cra­ 
vens’s bill, establishing a legislative 
reference department. 
Senator Har­ 
lan’s bill to increase the Indianapolis 
city council to nineteen members was 
indefinitely 
postponed. 
Representa­ 
tive Sands’s fire marshal bill was de­ 
feated. 
The Oardner-Fleming hill, the latest 
measure concerning working hours for 
women, was passed on second reading, 
and in an effort to obtain its passage 
before the 
legislative 
session 
is 
brought to a close next Monday night, 
ft probably will be handed down on 
third reading today. 
It is considered 
doubtful, however, whether there is 
time left for the bill to he passed in 
both houses and sent to the governor. 
The Ratts rat hill, providing for the 
extermination of rats, was passed, 49 
to 19. The measure already has pass- 
ed the senate, and it now goes to the 
governor for his signature. 
The senate passed a hill to permit 
the re-election of every mayor and 
every other municipal officer in Indi 
ana. Under the present law such offi 
cers cannot succeed themselves.

Washington, March 7.—When Sen­ 
ator Kern of Indiana, the new caucus 
chairman, named a steering committee 
which will act also as a committee on 
Committees, it was made manifest that 
the progressive faction of the Demo­ 
cratic party will control the organi­ 
zation. 
This 
committee 
consists 
of nine senators, of which Mr. Kern is 
the ex-officio chairman. 
Seven of the 
nine are progressives and the majority 
of the entire committee has served for 
a comparatively short time only in the 
senate. 
The old guard is represented on the 
committee by only two senators, Mar­ 
tin of Virginia and Clarke of Arkan­ 
sas. The seven progressives are Kern 
of Indiana, Chamberlain of Oregon, 
Owen of Oklahoma. O Gorman of New 
York, Smith of Georgia, Lea of Ten­ 
nessee and Thomas of Colorado. Most 
of these men have heretofore been 
classed as Bryan Democrats and all 
are in sympathy with the policies of 
President Wilson. 
The appointment of the patronage 
committee of five members was rati­ 
fied by the caucus 
it was stated that 
the patronage would he equally dis 
tributed among the Democrats and 
that each senator would have to his 
credit patronage amounting to about

A bill for rural loan and savings 
associations, which Senator Neal, of 
Lebanon, the author of the measure, 
says is designed to enable i armer« 
to obtain loans with more ease and 
on more reasonable terms, has

The measure is aimed to establish 
financial aid to the farming popula­ 
tion along lines recently advocated by 
President Taft, and contains the be>t 
features of laws already proposed or 
enacted 
in other States. 
Senator 
Neal says: 
*’lt provides that not fewer than 
ten citizens of the State may organize 
a rural loan and savings association, 
which shall have the powers of the 
domestic building and loan associa­ 
tions, and shall be subject to the 
duties, examinations and regulations 
! provided for in the latter. 
But the 
bonds, notes and mortgages given by 
its members and the transactions in­ 
volving them shall be subject only to 
the provisions of the measure.” 
The amount of guaranty stock of 
j Mich an association, as the bill pro­ 
vides for, where its office is in a city 
[of over fifty thousand, shall not be 
[less than $100,000; in critics of from 
twenty-five to fifty thousand, not less 
than $.50 ,0 0 0 , and in cities and t o w n s 
of less than twenty-five thousand,

The "hares of common >to< k are to

A rural loan and savings association 
may deposit in trust with the Auditor 
of State bonds or notes secured by 
first mortgages on real estate. W hen­ 
ever the approved trust deposits shall 
amount to $15,000 or more, the a u ­ 
ditor may indorse on tlie obligations 
of the association that he holds as 
trustee in tru st the required securi­ 
ties, and when thus certified, the ob­ 
ligations may be negotiated and sold 
by the association for the purpose of 
raising funds to loan on farm lands. 
It shall be the duty of the auditor to 
require the associations to keep on 
deposit with him as trustee by con­ 
tinuous exchange and deposit such an 
amount of securities as are 50 per 
cent, in excess of the certified obli­ 
gations that are not redeemed.

This Culminated in a Firce Onslaught 
of the Greek Army's Best Forces. 
Before Which the Turkish Batteries 
Were Siienced and a Heretofore Im­ 
pregnable Fortress Compelled to Sur­ 
render With More Than 30,000 Men. 


Athens. March 7.—There is much i 
rejoicing over the capture of the Turk­ 
ish fortress of Janina, in Epirus, and 
the surrender of 52,000 men. The for­ 
tress. whicfl has been bombarded by 
the Greeks for months, was entered 
by squadrons of Greek cavalry under 
the command of General Fouzo, afteT 
a defense which forms one of the most 
brilliant episodes of the Balkan war. 
The surrender was preceded by a 
fierce bombardment, lasting without 
cessation for two days and two nights. 
Every available gun, including a num­ 
ber of heavy howitzers, lent by the 
Servian artillery, was brought to bear 
on the forts defending the beleagured 
city. 
No fewer than 30,000 shells wrere 
fired by the Greek guns during the 
first day's cannonade. 
Gradually the 
I Turkish batteries were silenced. The 
Greeks pushed their forward move­ 
ment and occupied the Turkish batter 
ies 011 the Sakni and Flas hills. Then 
the Greek battalions gradually deploy­ 
ed 011 to the plain in front of the cit> 
itself. 
The Turkish flight immediately be 
came general, despite all the efforts oi 
the Ottoman officers to rally their 
men. 
Whole detachments succumbed 
to panic and joined in the mad race 
into the city. 
The Greek troops fol 
lowed in hot pursuit almost to the 
walls. 
With all the defending batteries in 
the hands of the Greeks and the Hel 
lenic* soldiers at the gates of Janina. 
Esseed Pasha, the Turkish cororoan 1 
er, sent messengers under a flag of 
truce to Crown Prince Constantine of 
Greece, announcing the surrender ot 
the city and all the troops under his 
command.

to D epartm ent Heads. 
Washington. 
March 
L — Develop- 
ments indicate that President Wilson 
may attempt to relieve himself of 
many of the details of dispensing put 
ronage, even when it involves into - 
views with members of congress. The 
formal statement which the new pres- J 
ident issued Wednesday put up the , 
bars only against officeseekers them­ 
selves coming to the White H ouse; 
without an invitation. 
Yesterday, however. President Wil­ 
son referred two Democratic senators 
who called upon him to confer in re 
gard to certain apiiointments to his 
attorney general. 
The two senators 
I were Bryan and Fletcher of Florida. 
They called at tho White House to 
discuss with Mr. Wilson the appoint­ 
ment of a federal judge and district 
attorney for the southern district of 
j Florida’ The president informed them 
that they should make their recom­ 
mendations to Attorney General Mc- 
Iteynolds. 
It was learned definitely, however, 
! that Mr. Wilson does not intend to de­ 
cline to discuss patronage questions 
with the statesmen from Capitol Hill. 
It happened that he was not ready at 
that hour to take up appointments. In 
the future, however, he will listen to 
the advice of members of congress on 
’ such questions, even though it be of- 
, fered without solicitation from him, 
blit he undoubtedly will try to have 
his cabinet officers relieve him of as 
many details as possible.
